Sierra Madre to Ask County 
For Shut-off Gate on 
New Dam 


Contract for the storm drain 
from the intersection of Fail-view 
and Sunnyside Avenues south has 
been awarded to Harvey Stein¬ 
berger, the local contractor having 
submitted a bid of $22,218.50, the 
lowest of three opened by the city 
councilmen at the meeting Thurs¬ 
day evening. Other bids were: 
B. R. Davidson of Monrovia, $22,- 
282.10 and H. M. Cole of Pasa¬ 
dena, $29,034.46. Work on the 
project will proceed at once, ac¬ 
cording to City Clerk L. Dietz. 

Compilation of rainfall and sur¬ 
face flow- water figures from the 
Santa Anita Canyon, to be pre¬ 
sented to the Los Angeles county- 
flood control engineers in connec¬ 
tion with a request for a shut-off 
gate on the 30-inch line of the 
dam reservoir now under construc¬ 
tion was ordered by the council 
at the same meeting. The fig¬ 
ures will be obtained as soon as 
possible, so that the city may pre¬ 
sent them to the county without 
delay. 

A second request to be made of 
the county was discussed Thurs¬ 
day night, when the city clerk 
was instructed to communicate 
with the Los Angeles Forestry 
Commission in regard to the im¬ 
mediate delivery of 20,000 trees 
to be planted in the hills back of 
the city. 

The amount of $27.50 was ap¬ 
propriated for use in repairing 
and overhauling the water depart 
ment truck, while the sum of $15 
was allowed for the removal ol 
the eucalyptus trees in front of 
the school house on Hermosa. 
The trees, which stand in the 
street, would have to be removed 
before the street could be paved, 
it was stated. 

The matter of a boulevard stop 
sign on Central Avenue at the 
pedestrian zone in front of the 
tank as urged by several merch¬ 
ants, was referred to the police 
committee for further investiga¬ 
tion.

A committee consisting of Mes¬ 
srs.

Construction work on Sturte- 
vant Road has necessitated the 
removal of trees at the Petsel 
property and the lowering of the 
grade at this point. This work 
has caused the frequent blocking 
of traffic but a consistent elfort 
is being made to keep the road 
open, as this is the only practical 
entrance into the canyon.

THE SCHOOL CHILD’S 

LUNCH BOX 

"Good to the last crumb!” It 
takes a wise parent and a healthy 
child to bring forth this tribute 
to the school box lunch. 

Many schools can furnish only 
one hot dish for the children— 
some non.; at all. This requires 
planning and work for the mother 
to provide an adequate noon meal 
in a box. Even one hot dish is 
a great help. The box lunch can 
then supplement the hot dish. If 
she can know when the school 
serves cream soups and purees, 
lighter sandwiches of bread, but¬ 
ter, lettuce and celery, fruit, cook¬ 
ed or raw, with hard cookies or 
cup cakes and a bottle of milk 
► will round out a sensible lunch. 
Unless milk-cocoa or milk are 
served at school, the child should 
carry milk to school. Cooked 
fruits or any kind of liquid food 
packs well in one-half pint screw- 
top jars. 

.When the hot dish served at 
■ ''School is a lighter soup or drink, 
heavier sandwiches of chopped 
eggs, meat, nuts or nut-butters 
with salad dressing and lettuce 
are better. Sweet sandwiches of 
chopped rasins, figs, dates and 
nuts are pleasing additions. Cus¬ 
tards, junkets, blanc mange may 
be varied with cooked fruit for 
dessert. Food surprises of favor¬ 
ite dishes, cookies, bars of plain 
candy occasionally help to make 
the lunch box interesting. 

The lunch box should be packed 
to please as well as to eat. Care¬ 
ful packing of sandwiches in wax 
paper prevents drying out or dis¬ 
tasteful soaking of bread from 
juicy fruit. To line the box neatly 
and cover attractively with pretty 
paper, helps to keep interest in 
the box. 

When the school does not serve 
a hot dish at lunch, the solution 
is a small thermos bottle carried 
in the box. One hot dish at least 
should be in tfie child’s school 
lunch, whether brought from home 
or served at the school. His food 
digests more easily and he is 
more refreshed for his afternoon 
s. Chronic fatigue and under 
x nufntion * r0 more easily pre¬ 
vented than corrected with ade¬ 
quate feeing at every meal along 
with other’ health habits. 

Children show greater undei 
nutrition in rural districts than 
in urban and it is therefore ap¬ 
parent how important a well pre¬ 
pared school lunch is for the 
child to keep him in fit condition. 
—Christmas Seal Service. 


Artist Was 
Well Known 
To Pioneers 


Word has been received of the 
passing of John Hardwicke Lewis, 
a former resident of Sierra Madre 
in the early days, at Corbeyrier, 
Switzerland. He was 88 years of 
age and was well known as an 
artist. Mr. Lewis and his family 
came to Sierra Madre in 1886 
and resided here several years. 
The Lewis home is recalled by old 
timers as standing in a clump 
of eucalyptus trees at the corner 
of Grand View and Grove Streets.

Sierra Madre taxpayers received 
the glad news this week that their 
tax rate for 1927-1928 would be 
14 cents less than last .year 0,1 
each $100 valuation. Substantial 
reductions on municipal and school 
rates more than offset an increase 
in the general county rate.

$4.63, made up as follows: Sierra 
Madre city $1.88; Sierra Madre 
school $1.94, Los Anegles county 
$.70, county flood control, $.11. 
The city rate is 12 cents less 
than last year, the school rate 6 
cents less, county rate 6 cents 
more, flood control the same, and 
last year’s 2-cent sanitation dis¬ 
trict tax is eliminated.
